PARIS, July 9.—Hammering relent- 
lessly at the German lines in Picardy, 
which the fury of two days’ assaults had 
erumpled in like paper, the French 
troops under Gen. Foch swept for- 
ward today almost to within rifle fre of 
By nightfall, when both ses rested 

on their armé for the first time in howf#, 

the French lines had been extended on 

a front of two and a half miles to a 
depth of a mile on the average. ; 

The village of Biaches, on the ont- 
skirts of Peronne, was carried by storm 
and the whole sector lying between Flau- 
vourt, Barleux and Biaches was wrested 
from the Germans. Tonight the French 
ure consolidating their lines and bring- 
ing up the heavy artillery with which it 
is intended to pave the way for the cap- 
ture of the city and the railway running 
to Combles. 

PROGRESS BY BRITISH. 

Meanwhile on the front between the 
Ancre and the Somme the allies made 
progress in the neighborhood of Ovillers 
ind gained ground in Hardecuurt village, 
the capture of which is admitted in to- 
lay’s official statement from Berlin. At 
dither points they delivered fiery attacks, 
which broke down before heavy fire from 
the enemy's guns. 

‘ By the capture yesterday of Harde- 
tourt and Hill 139, and by the envelop- 
ment today of Biaches and the sector im- 
mediately southwest of Peronne, the 
French hold the German second line 
long their whole front in the Somme of- 
fensive.

Mrs. Marie Clarkson of 118 East 
Forty-ninth street was killed yesterday 
when the motor car in which she was 
driving with her husband and son col- 
lided with an automobile load of “ joy 
riders.”

Trip of Submarine Stirs 
Problems at Washington 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.] 
—The arrival in American waters today 
of the giant German submarine Deutsch- 
land, the first undersea boat which ever 
crossed the Atlantic, is generally regard- 
ed’in Washington as an epoch marking 
event, prophetic of developments not 
only revolutionizing conceivably the 
methods of warfare in the present strug- 
gle in Europe but presenting to the 
United States new problems of defense. 

A few of the results, either actual or 
prospective, of Germany's feat in send- 
ing this pioneer submersible merchant 
veasel across the Atlantic with a cargo 
of merchandise are interesting. 


POSSIBLE COMPLICATIONS. 
Here they are: 

With a sufficient number of sub- 
marine merchantmen Germany can 
defeat entirely the British blockade, 
which has produced a shortage not 
only of food but of war materials in 
the central powers. 

With only the Deutschland Ger- 
many can thwart entirely the British 
censorship of the mails and increase 
its gold reserve by sending American 

*gecurities to the United States for sale. 

By loading the Deutschiand for the 
return voyege with a cargo of war 
munitions Germany will destroy its 
own argument that the United States 
has been unneutral because the allies 
were able and the central powers un- 
able to obtain and safely transport 
American products. 

In submersible mer- 
chantman with two small defensive 
guns Germany also has abandoned the 
contention that any armament makes 
a vessel a ship of war subject to at- 
tack without warning. 

The Deutschland feat lowers the 
“ocean bulwark” of the United 
States and compels the nation to 
reckon with conditions under which 
it will be possible for an enemy to

SURPRISES OFFICIALDOM. 
The news that the long heralded Ger- 

man submarine actually had materialized 
and passed the Virginia capes caused con- 
siderable commotion among administra- 
tion officials. They had scouted the 
truth of the reports that a German sub- 
marine was on the way to America and 
consigned the story to the sea serpent 
class. They were about as much pre- 
pared for the development as they would 
have been to meet Jules Verne’s Capt. 
Nemo in the flesh. 

Customs Collector Hamilton at Norfolk 
lost no time in telephoning the news to 
F. M. Halstead, chief of the customs di- 
vision of the treasury. He said he had 
not seen the submarine, but had talked 
to the pilot who brought it through the 
capes and informed Mr. Halstead that 
the vessel had departed for Baltimore.; 
Mr. Halstead telephoned the intelligence 
to Acting Secretary of State Polk, but 
said he would make no formal report to 
the state department until after the 
treasury agents had examined the sub- 
mersible at Baltimore. 

WARSHIP OR MERCHANTSMAN?P 

The state department now has a new 
and unexpected problemi on its hands. 
It must determine whether the Deutsch- 


land is a warship angi therefore entitied to 


jean port, or is actually what it purports 
to be—a merchantman armed for defense 
only. 

At the British embassy it wae stated 
that no action has been taken ifn regard to 
the appearance of the German craft in 
American waters.

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CAPTAIN TELLS STORY. 


Baltimore, Md., July 9.—The world’s 
first submarine merchantman, the Ger- 
man underwater liner Deutschland, ar- 
rived at quarantine, four miles below 
Baltimore, at 11 o’clock tonight, after 
voyaging safely across the. Atlantic, 
passing the allied blockading squadrons, 
and eluding enemy cruisers watching for 
it off the American coast. It carries 
about 100 tons of chemicals and dye- 
stuffs, its cargo comprising about 250 
tons, and is to carry back home a similar 
amount of nickel and crude rubber, sore- 
ly needed by the German army. 

The Deutschland is the biggest sub- 
marine that ever arrived in American 
waters. It is 315 tel long and draws 
17.08 feet of water. 

Sixteen days out from Bremerhaven 
to Baltimore, the submarine reached 
safety between the Virginia capes at 1:45 
o’clock Sunday morning, passing in on 
the surface covered by a heavy pall of 
darkness. al 

PERILOUS 4,000 MILE TRIP. 

It was the completion of a 4,000 mile 
sea voyage, the longest and most haz- 
ardous ever attempted by any subma- 
rine. 

The Deutschland carries, mounted in 
its conning tower, two small guns of 
about three inch caliber. No torpedo 
tubes are visible. It is capable of 
submerging in less than two minutes. 
On the surface of the water the sub- 
mersible has a speed of from two to 
three knots an hour more than the 
average merchant steamer. 


BRINGS WILSON MESSAGE? 

Reports are current, though uncon- 
firmed, that the boat has on board a 
special envoy from Germany who is 
bringing a message from Emperor Wil- 
liam to President Wilson. 

Whén a strange looking craft, with 
only seventeen feet of its superstruc- 
ture visible above water, hove near 
the pilot boat Relief off Cape Henry 
about 2 o’clock this morning Capt. Fred 
Cocke, who was on watch on the 
American vessel, saw it was not pro- 
pelled by steam. The strange looking 
craft blew several blasts from an air 
whistle, a signal that it wished to com- 
ply with American laws and take on 
board a pilot. 

CHALLENGES VESSEL. 

Capt. Cocke shouted through his 
megaphone: 

“What craft is that?” 

“Tt is his majesty’s German under- 
water liner Deutschland,” a voice criel 
from the deck of the submarine. 

“The devil!’ oried Capt. Cocke. “I 
will be alongside in a minute.” 

The American pilot leaped into the 
yawl always at hand and was rowed 
to the strange craft, which lay not 
fifty yards away. He was pulled aboard 
the underwater craft by balf a dozen 
hands. There were perhaps ten men 
on the deck of the submarine when it 
drew near the pilot boat. It flew no 
flag, but the crew wore the uniforms 
of merchant sailors. 

“STAND BY FOR ORDERS.” 

It had hardly stopped its engines a few 
yards from the Relief when the tug 
Thomas F. Timmons, which had stood 
guard at Cape Henry twenty deys wait- 
ing for the submarine, came upon the 
scene. 

It was then that the Deutschland ran 
wp its colors, and the tug ran up the in- 
ternational code “stand by for orders.” 

Capt. “Hans’’ Hinsch of the North 
German Lioyd Mner Necker, laid up at 
Norfolk since the war began, the brains 
behind the arrangements made for thear- 
rival of the submarine, was on board the 
Timmons, and he was immediately taken 
to the submarine. He spent two hours in 
conference with Capt. Katrig, command- 
ing the submarine. before, that vessel 
moved a foot. 

GETS STORY OF CRUISE. 

Capt. Hinsch received from Capt. Kairig 
a detailed report of the submarine’s 
movements since the day it left a Ger- 
man port. ._He also wrote and sent ashore 
a long telegram in code advising the Ger- 
man ambassador, which is believed to 
tell the story of the submarine’s voyage, 
what it has on board and how it eluded 
the enemy's warships.

THIS ONLY A BEGINNING. 

“It is only the beginning,’’ he said.

We 
will have a line of underwater vessels,

. ENEW IT WAS COMING. 

To Capt. Cocke, Capt. Hinsch said: 

“* We have known this craft was coming 
for many months. We have been waiting 
for it for twelve days. We had word 
from it on severa] occasions and we had 
never feared that it was lost. We knew 
it would show up soon,”’ 

The arrival of the submarine caused 6 
big flurry in marine circles and expecially 
in the offices of the British consulates. 
British agents bad learned beyond a 
doubt that the submarine was nearing 
this coast. For several days the report 
that a submarine from Germany was 
coming here was laughed at in British 
circles. They claimed such a feat could 
never be accomplished and they did not 
believe it. 

“Why should «a German submarine 
travel 4,000 miles to reach America when 
it could go to some other port so much 
nearer home?’ they argued. “ Why 
should it come here at all?’ 

But four days ago, when the captain 
of a British steamer reported that he had 
sighted a submarine fiying the German 
flag 000 miles off the American coast, 
they took notice. 


WARSHIPS SENT OUT. 

British warships were burriedly scat- 
tered all along the Atlantic coast and 
they were ordered to capture or sink the 
defiant craft at all hazards. 

French and British warships were 
searching by day and by night for this 
strange underwater visitor. Their search- 
lights illuminated the entrance to the 
capes at night and the ships themselves 
came so close that the tug Timmons, al- 
ways on guard, was forced to go well 
within the three mile limit, fearing the 
foreign warships might take a faney to 
drop a shell on the vessel. 
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thing exeept the Timmons The gimme 
ffequently picked up the tiny, but defiant 
craft, and those on the British warships 
moust have been eager for an opportunity 
to sink her. — : 


KNEW FOE WAS ‘comin.

“When we got our bearings good and 
knew it was not safe to be submerged 
while ‘trying to get to port, we made a 
run for it Saturday afternoon. .

Sometimes we were 
doing our best and then we would stop 
altogether. We changed the color of our 
vessel, so that it would be hare to sight 
even og a few miles. 

“We ran close to the shore al] of Satur- 
day and by night we were very weil up. 
We were delayed at night by being un- 
familiar with the coast and because of 
the constant flashes of light from pass- 
ing ships, some were merchantment and 
some might have been warships. We 
could not tell at night without a close 
view and we could see only the-search- 
light at intervals. We judged that the

“Uneventful Voyage!” 

“I consider our ‘voyage uneventful. 
We had very little trouble. Once we 
had trouble with our underwater lights | 
and air ianks. But they delayed us only 
a few hours. We were over 800 miles off 
the short course which made us behind 
the time we could make under more fa- 
vorable conditions. 

“We ran into rough weather almost . 
every day for a week. We were forced 
to submerge on these occasions to es- 
@ape high seas. It is more ¢comfortable 
under water when the sea is rough. We 
could not stand on our feet on the sur- 
face and the cargo: began to shift. 

“When we passed near the Diamond 
Shoal iightship we were partly sub- 
werged, the weather was so rough.

A Ft of Ten Made Way to Eng- 


land Under Guard of

‘Wew York, July 9.—[ Special. }—The first 
submarines to cross the Atlantic were ten 
American made British submersibles, 
wiich left Montreal, Canada, in July o¢ 
last year and made successful and more 
or less uneventful voyages to England 
under the escort of British cruisers.

It is said even 
to be devoid of torpedo tubes. The only 
armament consists of two three inch 
guns for defense. When the president 
changed front on the armed ship ques- 
tion and repudiated his indorsement of 
the German argument that any arma- , 
ment makes a merchantman a war ves-, 
sel. he held finally that small caliber de- 
fensive guns were permissible.

The American public should not fail to seize the 
full significance of the fact that the national guard 
has been called out to help do police duty. 

If our regular army had been increased to the 
size recommended by the general staff, it would 
pot-have been necessary to summon a hundred thou- 
watd unprepared civilians from their work to do 
what our standing army should do. 

For two years the propaganda for adequate de- 
Congress has re- 
fused to follow its appeals. In the house of rep- 
résentatives Champ Clark, Claude Kitchin, and 
James Hay, leaders of the Democratic majority, 
have fought every attempt to bring the army up 
to the strength urged by the military experts. 

James Hay dominates Democratic army policy. 
lis worked out a measure which was exposed as 
a fraud on the floor of the house. It purported to 
provide for a large citizen army. When analyzed 
it -was found to provide for virtually no increase 
over our present forces and as a matter of fact was 
& political spoils measure framed to conciliate the 
national guard, provide pork, and bring the whole 
military establishment more completely under the 
control of politicians. 

In the senate a Democratic senator elected by 
Republican votes, Chamberlain of Oregon, stood out 
against this party policy, and, backed by the Re- 
publican senators, framed and passed an army bill 
following the general lines of expert opinion of our 
needs. This bill collided with the fraudulent house 
bill of Hay and in conference was attacked by Hay, 
who cut the regular army increase down, included a 
provision for the appointment of a friend as federal 
judge, nod otherwise played Democratic and per- 
sonal politics with the national need. 

During these two years Mr. Wilson has remained 
inactive, thus giving the benefit of his significant 
inertia to the obstructionists. When the latest 
Mexican crisis came and he was constrained to call 
out the guard, the president summoned Chairman 
Padgett of the house naval affairs committee and 
other leaders to him and induced them to enlarge 
the naval program. Since then the senate naval 
committee has enlarged and accelerated the pro- 
gram and the senate military committee increased 
the house military appropriations about 80 per cent. 
But this is eleventh hour penitence. 

The present precipitate, wasteful and unneces- 


to the Democratic leaders, and the country. should 
realize their responsibility fully, for while their 
organization controls legislation there will be no 
well considered measures for defense and no per- 
sistently pursued program. 


mess is based on the fact that our present defense 
system is wasteful and ineffective. It is therefore 
urged that additional expenditure merely meahs ad- 
ditional waste and extended inefficiency. We are 
invited to give up our demand for naval and military 
expansion until the defects of the present defense 
establishment are corrected. 

The present sudden call to arms shows up the 
folly of this proposal. The men who are hurried into 
the field without proper equipment, without trained 
horses, machine guns, or field kitchens will have a 
somewhat different idea. 

But this piece of pacifist reasoning is character- 
istic. It ignores facts and is essentially disingenuous, 
If applied generally we should have no extension of 
public works whatever. The postoffice department is 
largely a political machine. It costs too much. Its 
efficiency is limited by political exploitation. Are 
we therefore to have no extension of the plant until 
these faults are remedied? Public buildings are ex- 


diked. Are we to have no waterway improvements 
until all that is reformed? In many great cities the 
police department is corrupt and inefficient. Are 
such cities to have no police increases until their 
police systems are unimpeachable? In most private 
enterprises, say the railways or the farms, there is 


pelled? 

The pacifist argument has no relation to the facts 
of life. It has no relation to the facts of the cam- 
paign for defense. The defects of our present de- 
fense system arise ftom faults in our political system 
and practice and in a public opinion which is for 
many reasons unwilling to correct them. These 
defects have exactly the same source as waste, 
extravagance, and inefficiency in other departments 
of public enterprise. They have their source ulti- 
mately in the defects of human will and wisdom. 

The pacifists ask us to postpone increasing our 
defense until these defects disappear. That is where 
they show either their naiveté or their disingenuous- 
ness. They would be content to wait for better 
defense until our political methods are perfect, for 
they do not want that better defense at all. 

But just as this pacifist argument ignores the 
ectualities of our public organization, it ignores the 
facts of the defense movement, since that is a move- 
ment for economy and efficiency also. For example,

‘ing for years to weed out obsolete army posts 
pavy yards, concentrating our forces for the ” 
of decreasing cost of maintenance and 
military efficiency.

The pending defense legisla- 
tion has been fought by opponents of defense, not 
because they are opposed to public waste and in- 
efficiency, but because they don’t want an enlaraed 
army and navy at any price. :

COACHES. | 

A member of congress has asked for an inquiry 

as to who is to blame for the transportation of- our 
citizen soldiers in ancient day coaches. It would 
please congress to fasten blame on the railroads or 
on some one in the army. The fundamental guilt 
lies with congress and ourselves, the people. 
If we are indifferent to preparedness in peace we 
need not expect anything but confusion when we are 
overtaken by the gigantic abnormality of war. It 
may be that in case of these cars enough energy and 
consideration for the soldiers were not shown by 
the war department, by the railroad associations, 
or by both. But the fault finally lies with us who 
would rather shirk preparation and gamble with 
fate than exercise forethought. 

As the European war has demonstrated to every 
one except the fanatic and the mental sluggard, 
modern war is a tremendous complex and must be 
prepared for, or, as we prefer to say, against. The 
equipment, supply, and movement of thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of men are not provided for 
by our ordinary organization of private business and

To only the old or middle aged will there be any- 
thing significant in the announcement that the Enter- 
prise newspaperiat Virginia City, Nevada, has passed . 
away. The Enterprise was not potent as a molder 
of public opinion. Its circulation was not notable, 
and outside of the state few people knew of its 
existence. But it had once one member of the staff 
who made it famous in his day and who himself 
later became famous, 
It was the Enterprise on which Mark Twain first 
used that name which afterward became a household 
word. He had contributed articles from mining 
camps under the pseudonym of “ Josh,” but when he 
joined ‘the staff he adopted as sobriquet “ Mark 
Twain,” a reminiscence of his pilot days. As new 
“strikes” were made the newspaper office was 
moved first from Genoa to Oarson and later to- 
Virginia City. . 
One can visualize Mark in the Enterprise office 
of the ‘60s, his long legs twisted about the tilted 
chair, the old bat on his great brush of hair, writing 
some such matter as “‘ Mr. Bloke’s Item,” swapping 
stories with Dan de Quille, or listening to the quaint 
vernacular of visiting miners or prospectors. It 
was there he began the first of those experiences 
whieh were to enrich the literature of the country 
and to teach a tired world how to laugh. The 
Enterprise is gone, but so are the Oil City Derrick, 
the Laramie Boomerang, and the Danbury Newa, 
at least no one new hears of them since the humor- 
ists who made the reputations of those journals have 
passed away.

“ECZEMA OF HANDS.” 
EB get a fair number of letters 
from men who work in chem!- 
cals complaining of eczema of 
the hands. What they call 
eczema is an inflammation of the 
skin—a dermatitis. 

We sent one of these letters to Dr. 
George Apfelbach of the Illinois factory 
inspection service. He sent us a letter 
and two prescriptions. We think several 
groups of people will be interested in the 
letter. The prescriptions are in one in- 
stance a wash and in the other an oint- 
ment to be used for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the hands against chemicals. 

If the hands of the worker are kept ip 
any solution which washes out the grease 
the ointment (No. 2) should be used. 
While Dr. Apfelbach specifies that it is 
good to prevent turpentine eczema, he 
does not mean that it would not also be 
good for the hands of washerwomen, 
workers in alcohol, and all others whose 
hands chap. 

If the skin of the worker’s hands con- 
tains enough grease, but they roughen or 
inflame from the chemicals, frequent 
washing with the lotion (No, 1) will be 
useful. Dr. Apfelbach would not limit 
the use of this lotion to workers in chro- 
mate, . 

Dr. Apfelbach writes as follows: 

I meet with cases of eczema frequent- 
ly among bakers, bartenders, cigar mak- 
ers, and especially printers, painters, and 
photo-engravers. 

The eczema of printers is due to turpen- 
tine. That of photo-engravers is due to 
the use of ammonium chromate. Chromo- 
acid and its salts seldom produce eczema 
unless there be a slight abrasion in the 
skin. The result is the well known 
chrome ulcer and the various forms of 
dermatitis. Turpentine in the printing 
trade produces eczeme because ft dis- 
solves out the norma! oil of the skin. 
Following are rules especially applica- 
ble to the printing trades: 

No. 1—Inspect hands before working 
every morning. 

No. 2—Avoid strong soaps. Glycerin 
soap fs useful. | 

No. 3—Use rubber gloves when possible. 
No, 4—Employés, especially those sus- 
ceptible, should use ofls, fats, or grease 
on their hands for protection. 
I tinclose two prescriptions, one being 
commonly used for cure and prevention 
of chrome and chromate lesions, the other 
being especially beneficial to printers and 
painters who use turpentine: 

No. 1—[{For photo-engravers. } 
Calamine.

old baby? Her bowels move from four 
to six times during the day and several 
times at night; are usually a greenish- 
yellow color. I give her cow's milk which 
has been bofled, vith about one-third 
water added to it. She takes four ounces 
evety three or four hours and I hurse her 
between times. 

“Do you think this fs serious, and 
should I change from cow's milk to con- 
densed milk? The child doesn’t seem to 
be sick yet, but I want to avoid that if 


possible.” . 
REPLY. 


You must not allow thie condition te con- 
tinue lest a serious condition should develop 
out of it. The bowels are disturbed because 
of indigestion. You are feeding her teo often; 
you are gtving her too much food and food 
that is too rich. A aix weeks old baby should 
be fed every three hours. It appears that you 
are nursing her every one and one-half to two 
hours. Suppose you had to eat every two hours 
—how long could you stand &? The stomach 
needs time for rest. I doubt if your baby’s 
stomach will hold over three to three and one- 
half ounces.

ounces as the proper proportion for a 6 weeks | 


old baby. <A baby at the breast taking some 
milk to supplement the breast should take even 
a weaker dilution. What will you do? Stop 
ail milk except the breast for a while. Per- 
haps you are giving enough milk. If aot, by 
eating just enough plain food, drinking lots of 
water, getting plenty of sleep, and taking life 
easy you may give enough. Nwrse every three 
hours. Give some bo'led water in hetween. 
If, after a few days, you find you must use 
some milk nurse every six hours and use the 
bottle in between. Give a bottle containing 
three and one-half ounces of a mixture of 
milk six ounces, water fourteen ounces, sugar 
three-fourths ounce.

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Duke of Devonshre’s appoint- 
ment to succeed Prince Arthur, 
Duke of Connaught, as governor 
general of Caneda serves to recalla 
well-nigh forgotten controversy of 
an artistic kind and of much American 
interest—namely: the question as to 
whether Gainsborough’'s celebrated mas- 
terplece, portraying the Duchess of Dev- 
onshire, really represents the first or the 
second of the wives of the fifth Duke of 
Devonshire. It is a controversy, more- 
over, connected with one of the strangest 
romances of the historic house of Caven- 
dish, of which the Duke of Devonshire is 
the chief. 

The fifth duke was twice married. His 
first wife bore the name of Georgiana, and 
was the daughter of the Earl Spencer of 
his day. She had as her most intimate 
friend and cousin the Lady Elizabeth Her- 


Wey, daughter of the Marquis of Bristol, 


and married to a Col. Foster. After the 
death of the colonel, Lady Elizabeth took 
up her residence with the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Devonshire. 
Morals were somewhat looser in those 
days than now, and when Duchess Geor- 
@iana of Devonshire gave birth at Paris 
to her child, her friend and couein, the 
widomed Lady Elizabeth Foster, likewise 
gave birth to an infant. The two little 
children came into the world on the same 
day and under the same roof, and accord- 
ing to contemporary gossip and memoirs 
the fifth duke was the father of both. 
One of the children was a boy and the 
other a girl. But no one knows for a cer- 
tainty whether it was the duchess or Lady 
Elizabeth who gave birth to the boy, nor 
was any one at the time aware of the true 
facts of the case save those immediately 
concerned. It is declared by many that 
the duchess and Lady Elizabeth changed 
children, and that the alleged son of the 
duchess, who subsequently succeeded to 
the honors and to the immense estates as 
sixth Duke of Devonshire, was in reality 
the illegitimate child of Lady Elizabeth 
Foster. 

~~ 

When Duchess Georgiana died a few 
years afterwards, Lady Elizabeth Foeter 
became the second wife of'the fifth duke 
and was always treated by the sixth duke 
more as his mother than ag a stepmother. 

It has been a question in the artistic 
world, on both sides of the Atlantic, for 
many years past, whether Gainsborough's 
world famed painting of the Duchese of 
Devonshire represents Duchess Georgi- 
ana, as has been popularly asserted, or 
her successor, Duchess Elizabeth. Art 
experts, and also members of the house 
of Cavendish as well as their kinsfolk, 
are inclined to believe that it portrays 
Duchess Elizabeth. 

The painting, after being purchased by 
the great London art firm of Agnew fora 
sum of 10,000 guineas away back in the 
‘70s, was stolen from them in a most mys- 
terious fashion, and it was brought to the 
United States by the robbers, who. afraid 
to dispose of it, retained it in their poe- 
session for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Eventually it was restored to the 
Agnews in London under particularly 
sensational and romantic circumstances, 
and after remaining in their galleries for 
some time was purchased by the late J. 
Pierpont Morgan, who loaned it to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York. 
It t# still at the Metropolitan museum, 
though the property of the present J. 
Pierpont Morgan, and its ultimate fate 
is in some doubt. 

Although the label attached to the frame 
asserts that it represents Duchess Geor- 
giana of Devonshire, yet a comparison of 
the picture with Sir Joshua Reynolds’

I may add that on the death of the 
fifth duke a consultation took place be- 
tween hie son and his cousin, the Earl 
of Burlington, who in the event of his— 
that is to say, the sixth duke’s~il- 
legitimacy, should have succeeded to the 
dukedom and estates. The Cavendishes 
do not love public scandals. They have 
a keen sense of family honor. So an 
agreement took place, according to the 
terms of which the sixth duke was left 
in undisturbed possession of the family 
dignities and property on the understand- 
ing that he would remain a bachelor, so 
that at his death the dukedom and estates 
would pass to Lord Burlington. In this 
way the mystery in connection with the 
birth of the sixth duke and the peculiar 
domestic relations of the fifth duke were 
never brought into a court of law. 

The sixth duke, who lived to enjoy the 
family honore and estates in a state of 
single blessedness for forty years after- 
wards, was always known as the bache- 
lor duke. 

From the above it will be seen that con- 
siderable doubt exists as to whether the 
present Duke of Devonshire is the ninth 
duke of his line, as stated in Burke’s 
“ Peerage,” and in all other standard 
works of reference, or the eighth duke. It 
all depends upon whether the sixth duke 
was a changeling or not. 
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laura, Lady Wilton, who has Sust 
passed away in England at the age of 7, 
is the second of the four widowed count- 
esses of Wilton to pay her debt to nature 
since the beginning of the present yeat. 
She was the widow of the fourth Ear! 
of Wilton, and the grandmother therefore 
of the present young earl. ~ 

The fourth earl, popularly known as 
* Sim,”” was celebrated for his remark- 
able musical talent. Indeed, Sir Arthur 
Sullivan wae never tired of declaring that 
he was without exception the cleverest 
amateur violinist In existence. At one 
time he toured through the British prov- 
inces with Sir Arthur Sullivan and sev- 
eral other virtuoai, some professiona! and 
some amateur, under the name of the 
Canterbury Pilgrims. During the cloe 
ing years of his life he was insane and 
under restraint. 

On the death of her first husband, Ledy 
Wilton married, en secondes noces, the 
late Sir Frederick Johnstone, one of the 
most conspicuous figures on the English 
turf, and one of the oldest and most in- 
timate friends and cronies of King Ed- 
ward. 

Sir Frederick and his wife, Laura Lady 
Wilton, often crossed the Atlantic on 
board their large steam yaci t to visit his 
extensive estates, both in the West In- 
dies and also in Florida and in the state 
of New York. They lived rather extrav- 
agantly, and toward the close of his life 
the affairs of Sir Frederick became great- 
ly emrbarraseed, and he died, like his wife's 
first husband, completely insane. 

The late Laura Lady Wilton did not 


‘care much for London society, and was 


but little seen in the metropolis. When 
not yachting in the Mediterranean or in 
West Indian waters and when not at Nice 
she was generally to be found at the 
Hatch, a beautiful place which she owned 
near Windsor on the Thames, where she

About Shrube (Continued.) 
N planting shrubs care should be 
taken to see that each kind gets 
the place it is best adapted fon In 


other words, that large growing 
kinds do not get into the front places 
and the smaller ones in the rear, as they 
will be quite likely to do if you do not 
understand your material. ' 

Before locating them be sure that you 
understand their peculiarities as to size 
and general habit. You can ascertain 
this by a careful reading of the cata- 
logues of the leading dealers in plants 
of all kinds, as all of them describe each 
plant so fully that no mistakes need be 
made. 

‘Do not allow the size of a shrub just 
sent out from the nursery to govern you 
in its location. Look ahead for four, 
five. or six years, and think what it will 
be then, and allow ample room for its 
development. Shrubs that are crowded 
ean never do themselves justice. 

_As a general thing not less than six 
feet should be allowed between shrubs 
of ordinary size, and many, like Hlacs 
and snowballs, will require at least eight 
feet to develop in, and ten would be 
better. ; 
_ Jf one plants for immediate effect 
shrubs can be set closer than advised 
above, and alternating ones can be re- 
moved when advisable. 

For the benefit of those who may not 
be familiar with the shrubs adapted to 
general culture I have this to say as 
regards pruning: Those which bleom 
before midsummer, such as deutzias, 
forsythias, lHllacs, weigelias, Japan 
quince, spireas, flowering almond, and 
others of that class produce their flowers 
on a growth of wood made the pre- 
vious year. To prune these in spring 
would be to destroy the flowers of the

Plan to Stop Plague’s Spread. 

Dr. Rucker tomorrow will lay before 
the United States public health service 
two plans for stopping the spread of the 
disease. One of these is for the study and 
inspection of every individual in the coun- 
iry suspected of being a carrier of in- 
fantile paralysis, and the other will be the 
thorough cleaning of every passenger car 
that leaves New York. 

Dr. Rucker will also recommend that all 
persons who are suspected of being car- 
riers of the disease who live in New York 
be required to report to health officers be- 
fore they leave the city, stating their des- 
tinations. Restrictions upon the travel 
of these persons will also be imposed. 


_ Shortage of Monkeys. 

It has developed that the infantil 
paralysis epidemic is likely to cause a se- 
vere shortage in the live monkey market 
in the United States. Dr. Rucker stated 
that the country was being scoured fo 
monkeys, as not enough were available to 
enable experts to carry on their tests. 
One shipment of monkeys was obtained 
today from Savannah, Ga., but few others 
are to be obtained at any price. 

Reports are coming in rapidly from 
state health boards in all parts of the 
country, showing the physicians every- 
where are alive to the dangers presented 
by a possible spread of the disease and 
are taking steps to prevent such a spread. 


New Cases in New York. 
New York.—The board of health reports 


today that during the last twenty-four 


hours eighty-eight new cases of infantile 
paralysis have been reported from the 
five boroughs of the city, Brooklyn lead- 
ing with sixty-six. There are eight each 
in Manhgttan and Queens, and three 
each in the Bronx and Richmond. Nine- 
teen deaths were also reported. 

All cases are being sent to the Willard 
Parker hospital in Manhattan, and this

ONLY ONE CASE 
OF BABY PLAGUE 


Dr. Robertson Tours City 
with Inspectors to In- 
vestigate Patients. 


Health Commissioner John Dill Rob- 
ertson, in company with medical inspec- 
rs, traveled throughout Chicago Sat- 
urday night and yesterday investigat- 
ing reported cases of infantile paralysis. 

Of ten children suspected to have the 
Gisease only one case was found to be 
authentic. This makes six cases now un- 
der quarantine in Chicago, and Dr. Rob- 
ertson says there is little danger of an 
epidemic. The utmost efforts are being 
made, however, to prevent any further 
spread of the disease. : 

The latest case is a child living on the 
southwest side. It was first reported Sat- 
irday, and the diagnosis was verified. 


Widens His Campaign. 

During the day Dr. Robertson extend- 
ed his campaign against the disease in 
two directions. He directed his assist- 
ants to procure some monkeys for ex- 
perimental purposes in dealing with in- 
fantile paralysis, and he wrote a letter 
to all Chicago physicians asking their co- 
operation in reporting and correctly di- 
agnosing the disease. : 

Dr. Robertson's letter offers the serv- 
ices of the health department medical 
inspgctors in “looking over'’’ suspect 
cases of anterior poliomyelitis—the tech- 
nical name of the disease. 


No Signs of New York Germ. 

** It is important,” the letter says, “‘ not 
only for the health but for the business 
interests of the city. that no artificial 
epidemic be created. At the present time 
there is no indication that the epidemic 
in New York will reach Chicago. 

“We have had reported to this depart- 
ment thus far in 1916 twenty cases and 
ten deaths. In 1915 there were thirty-one 
cases and ten deaths; in 1914 fifty-three 
cases andtendeaths. These figures speak 
for themselves. Every physician knows 
that when a disease is much talked about 
it causes that disease to get greater con- 
sideration in his diagnostic work, and it 
causes an increase in the morbidity as 
well as the mortality figures of this de- 
partment.” 


Beware! Don’t Spit on, Walk. 

Dr. Robertson conferred with Dr. A. 
Augustus O'Neill, president of the Chi- 
cago Medical society, in the afternoon, 
and at Dr. O’Neill’s suggestion a request 
was forwarded to Chief Healey to have 
the ordinance prohibiting spitting in pup- 
lic places strictly enforced. 

“That will go a long way toward pre- 
venting the spread of contagious dis- 
eases,”’ Dr. O’Neill said. :
